We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Greenland,  New  Hampshire,  and  its  combining  and  individual  fund 
financial  statements  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1994.  In 
planning  and  performing  our  audit,  we  considered  its  internal  control 
structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose 
of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  financial  statements,  and  not  to 
provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure.  However,  we  did 
not  note  any  matters  involving  the  internal  control  structure  and  its 
operation  that  we  consider  to  be  reportable  conditions  under  standards 
established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants. 
Reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating 
to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of  the  internal 
control  system  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  Town's 
ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and  report  financial  data 
consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the  financial 
statements. 

A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design 
or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements 
does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or 
irregularities  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the 
financial  statements  being  audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within 
a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their 
assigned  functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not 
necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that 
might  be  reportable  conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not  disclose  all 
reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses 
as  defined  above. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Officers,  and  management.  This  restriction  is  not 
intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report  which,  upon 
acceptance,  is  a  matter  of  public  record.

1.   SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

Fund  Accounting 

The  diverse  nature  of  governmental  operations  and  the  necessity  of 
determining  compliance  with  legal  provisions  requires  modification  of 
accounting  systems  commonly  used  by  commercial  enterprises.  Rather  than 
establishing  a  single  unified  set  of  accounts  to  record  and  summarize  all 
financial  transactions,  the  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the 
basis  of  funds,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate  entity  with 
self-balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund 
balance,  revenues,  and  expenditures,  including  obligations  and  transfers. 
Government  resources  are  allocated  to  and  accounted  for  in  individual 
funds  based  upon  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  to  be  spent  and  the  means 
by  which  spending  activities  are  controlled.  The  various  funds  are 
grouped,  in  the  financial  statements  in  this  report,  as  follows: 

Governmental  Funds 

General  Fund  -  The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the 
Town.  It  is  used  to  account  for  all  financial  resources  except  those 
required  to  be  accounted  for  in  another  fund. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  Revenue  Funds  are  used  to  account  for 
the  proceeds  of  specific  revenue  sources  (other  than  special  assessments, 
expendable  trusts,  or  major  capital  projects)  that  are  legally  restricted 
to  expenditures  for  specified  purposes. 

Fiduciary  Funds 

Trust  &  Agency  Funds  -  Trust  &  Agency  Funds  are  used  to  account  for 
assets  held  by  the  Town  in  a  trustee  capacity  or  as  an  agent  for  other 
governmental  units.  These  include  Expendable  Trusts,  Non-expendable 
Trusts,  and  Agency  Funds.  Non-expendable  Trusts  are  accounted  for  in 
essentially  the  same  manner  as  proprietary  funds,  while  Expendable  Trusts 
are  accounted  for  similar  to  governmental  funds.  Agency  Funds  are 
custodial  in  nature  (assets  equal  liabilities)  and  do  not  involve 
measurement  of  results  of  operations. 

Account  Groups 

Long-Term  Debt  Group  -  The  Long-Term  Debt  Group  is  used  to  account 
for  debts  and  obligations  not  accounted  for  in  the  respective  governmental 
funds. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

Basis  of  accounting  refers  to  when  revenues  and  expenditures  or 
expenses  are  recognized  in  the  accounts  and  reported  in  the  financial 
statements.  Basis  of  accounting  relates  to  the  timing  of  the  measurements 
made,  regardless  of  the  measurement  focus  applied.

Basis  of  Accounting  (Cont'd) 

All  Governmental  funds  and  Expendable  Trust  Funds  are  accounted  for 
using  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Their  revenues  are 
recognized  when  they  become  measurable  and  available  as  net  current 
assets.  Taxpayer-assessed  income,  gross  receipts,  and  sales  taxes  are 
considered  "measurable"  when  in  the  hands  of  intermediary  collecting 
governments  and  are  recognized  as  revenue  at  that  time.  Anticipated 
refunds  of  such  taxes  are  recorded  as  liabilities  and  reductions  of 
revenue  when  they  are  measurable  and  their  validity  seems  certain. 
Property  tax  revenue  is  measured  in  the  year  levied. 

Expenditures  are  generally  recognized  under  the  modified  accrual 
basis  of  accounting  when  the  related  fund  liability  is  incurred. 
Exceptions  to  this  general  rule  include:  (1)  accumulated  unpaid  vacation, 
sick  pay,  and  other  employee  amounts  which  are  not  accrued;  and  (2) 
principal  and  interest  on  general  long-term  debt  which  is  recognized  when 
due. 

All  Proprietary  funds  and  Non-expendable  Trust  and  Pension  Trust 
Funds  are  accounted  for  using  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Their 
revenues  are  recognized  when  they  are  earned  and  their  expenses  are 
recognized  when  they  are  incurred. 

Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets  and 
accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  is  not  presented  in  the  financial 
statements. 

Budgetary  Control 

Budgets  are  prepared  by  the  budget  committee  and  selectmen  on  a 
detailed  line-item  basis.  Revenues  are  budgeted  by  source.  Expenditures 
are  budgeted  by  department  and  character  (salaries,  utilities,  supplies, 
etc.).  The  budget  is  voted  on  and  enacted  at  Town  Meeting  in  the 
aggregate  which  becomes  the  legal  level  of  control.  Within  this  control 
level,  the  selectmen  may  transfer  appropriations  without  further  action 
from  the  Town. 

Encumbrances 

Encumbrance  accounting  is  used  for  governmental  type  funds. 
Encumbrances  outstanding  at  year  end  are  not  reported  as  expenditures,  but 
are  reported  as  a  reservation  of  fund  balance  on  the  balance  sheet. 
Encumbrances  do  not  lapse  but  are  carried  forward  until  liquidated.

Compensated  Absences 

Full-time,  permanent  employees  are  granted  vacation  and  sick  leave 
benefits  in  varying  amounts  based  upon  tenure.  The  Town  does  not  accrue 
these  benefits  in  the  general  fund  because  of  plans  to  fund  these  future 
costs  from  future  resources.  Accordingly,  these  benefits  are  carried  in 
the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Group. 

In  addition,  an  eligible  employee  who  resigns,  retires,  or  is 
discharged  will  be  paid  a  portion  of  the  employee's  accumulated  unused 
vacation  and  sick  pay.  The  employee  shall  receive  the  entire  amount  of 
accumulated  vacation  time  (which  is  subject  to  a  10-day  annual  carryover 
restriction)  and  shall  receive  unused  sick  pay  to  a  60-day  maximum  to  be 
paid  at  one-half  the  rate  of  the  employee's  rate  of  pay.

"Memorandum  Only"  to  indicate  that  they  are  presented  only  to  facilitate 
financial  analysis.  Data  in  these  columns  do  not  present  financial 
position,  results  of  operations  or  changes  in  financial  position  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Neither  is  such 
data  comparable  to  a  consolidation.  Interfund  eliminations  have  not  been 
made  in  the  aggregation  of  this  data. 

3.  RESERVED  FUND  BALANCE 

Fund  balance  reservations  have  been  made  to  designate  that  portion  of 
the  fund  balance  which  is  not  available  currently  for  the  following  items:

The  Coakley  landfill  reservation  is  for  the  unpaid  real  estate  taxes 
from  1988-1994.  The  property  has  not  been  tax  deeded  to  the  Town  because 
of  potential  liability  for  the  environmental  impairment  of  the  real  estate 
involved. 

Elderly  lien  and  tax  deeded  property  reservations  have  been  made  to 
offset  those  items  which  are  not  currently  available  for  appropriation. 


CASH  AND  INVESTMENTS 

RSA  48:16  requires  that  all  funds  belonging  to  the  Town  shall  be 
deposited  in  solvent  banks  within  the  state,  except  funds  may  be  deposited 

in  banks  outside  the  state  if  such  banks  pledge  and  deliver  collateral  to 

the  state  treasurer  of  equal  value  as  the  funds  deposited.   There  is  no 

requirement  of  an  in-state  bank  to  collateralize  deposits  in  excess  of 
FDIC  insurance.

(1)  Insured  or  collateralized  with  securities  held  by  the 
Town  or  its  agent  in  the  Town's  name; 

(2)  Collateralized  with  securities  held  by  the  pledging 
financial  institution's  trust  department  or  agent  in  the 
Town ' s  name ;

RETIREMENT  PLANS 

Police  Department  employees  are  eligible  to  participate  in  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  Police  Retirement  system  on  a  shared  cost  basis,  which  is 
recorded  when  earned. 


PROPERTY  TAX  CYCLE 

Property  taxes  are  assessed  on  individual  taxpayers  based  upon  Town 
authorization  of  expenditures  at  its  March  Town  Meeting.  Properties  are 
assessed  each  April  1st  for  this  purpose. 

Approved  expenditures  and  assessments  arc  forwarded  to  the  State  for 
review  and  State  approval  and  the  tax  rate  is  set  by  the  State.

The  Selectmen  then  assess  each  individual  property  based  upon 
the  rate  and  sign  a  warrant  charging  the  tax  collector  with  the 
responsibility  of  collecting  the  tax. 

The  tax  collector  then  mails  the  individual  tax  bills.  Tax 
bills  become  delinquent  on  December  1st,  or  30  days  after  they  are 
mailed,  whichever  is  later.  Delinquent  bills  carry  interest  charges 
of  127„. 

Any  time  after  90  days  of  the  delinquent  date,  the  tax 
collector  can  initiate  the  tax  lien/sale  procedure  by  notifying  the 
taxpayer  by  certified  mail  that  they  have  32  days  to  pay  the  bill  or 
a  lien  shall  be  recorded  against  the  property  at  the  Registrar  of 
Deeds.   Once  such  lien  is  placed,  interest  increases  to  187o. 

If  full  redemption  of  such  outstanding  tax  lien  is  not  timely 
made  within  two  years  of  the  execution  of  the  lien,  including 
statutory  interest  and  costs  accrued  thereon,  a  tax  deed  may  be 
issued  to  the  holder  of  such  lien  pursuant  to  RSA  80:38  or  RSA 
80:76,  and  disposed  of  as  the  deed  holder  shall  determine.

The  Weeks  Public  Library  collects  and  makes 
available  to  all  members  of  the  community 
resources  that  enhance  and  contribute  to 
individual  knowledge,  enlightenment  and 
en j  oyment . 

The  library  especially  serves  as  a  place  for 
children  to  discover  the  joy  of  reading  and 
the  value  of  libraries. 

The  library  promotes  its  collection  and 
services  so  that  everyone  in  the  community  is 
aware  of  its  resources  and  their  entitlement 
to  them. 

Our  mission  remains  constant,  but  the  means 
of  fulfilling  those  goals  are  constantly  in 
transition.  Books  on  tape,  videos,  inter 
library  loan,  article  express,  and  the  world 
wide  web  have  joined  books,  periodicals,  and 
programs  as  indispensable  materials  in  pro- 
viding needed  information.  Housing  all  the 
material  and  equipment  needed  is  very  prob- 
lematic. We  have  added  shelving,  but  reduced 
study  and  program  area,  we  offer  encyclope- 
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dias  on  compact  disks,  but  no  longer  purchase 
print  versions,  and  we  have  weeded  and  inven- 
toried the  collection  and  digitized  part  of 
the  database,  so  that  we  can  provide  automated 
circulation  and  a  public  access  catalog.  With 
the  demands  placed  upon  the  small  staff  to 
collect,  organize  and  keep  track  of  these 
materials,  an  automated  network  computer 
system  will  make  your  access  to  materials 
faster  and  more  reliable.  It  will  also  pro- 
vide access  to  our  collection  by  other  libra- 
ries in  the  state.  Through  reciprocal  agree- 
ments, we  are  able  to  borrow  materials  from 
other  libraries  (we  borrowed  293  books  and 
audiotapes  in  1995)  as  long  as  we  will  lend 
to  others  (we  loaned  154  items  in  1995) . 
These  figures  will  continue  to  rise  as  libra- 
ries place  their  digitized  databases  with  the 
statewide  database  maintained  by  the  state 
library. 

Programs  offered  during  1995  included  an 
eight  week  summer  reading  and  activities 
program  called  "Saddle  Up  a  Good  Book".  110 
children  participated  by  reading  1,200  books 
and  joining  in  activities  with  a  western 
theme.  We  participated  in  a  statewide  reading 
discussion  series  called  "What's  New 
Hampshire  Reading  This  Month?"  by  sponsoring 
the  June  discussion  with  Ann  Williams  on 
short  stories  written  by  New  Hampshire  au- 
thors and  also  held  discussions  on  a  series 
entitled  "Consider  the  Source".  We  also 
sponsored  a  lecture  on  the  life  of  L.  M. 
Montgomery  and  a  workshop  on  the  Internet . 
Our  last  program  of  1995  was  a  visit  with 
Santa  Claus  and  a  holiday  concert  by  the 
Hillside   Trio   on  Dec.    23rd. 

Contributions  from  individuals  and  organiza- 
tions in  the  community  have  helped  to  provide 
materials,    programs    and    supplies,    and   Blue 
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Fin  Systems,  Inc.  of  Portsmouth  donates 
unlimited  Internet  access.  This  support  is 
essential  to  keep  us  aware  of  current  needs 
and  greatly  appreciated  by  the  community. 

We  hope  to  continue  to  provide  the  service  to 
fill  your  information  and  recreational  read- 
ing needs  during  the  coming  year.

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MOSQUITO   CONTROL    COMMISSION 

Snow  melt  mosquitoes  were  controlled  with 
bacterium  applications  and  were  not  a  problem 
in  1995.  Mosquito  populations  did  not  in- 
crease until  mid  July  when  unusually  high 
astronomical  tides  flooded  all  twenty  salt- 
marsh  mosquito  breeding  sites.  All  saltmarsh 
sites  were  larvicided  successfully  with 
bacterium  applications.  A  new  marsh  was 
larvicided  adjacent  to  Greenland  in  August 
and  our  mosquito  population  surveys  revealed 
that  this  marsh  had  a  substantial  affect  on 
immigration  of  mosquito  into  Greenland.  This 
Newmarket   site  will   be   larvicided   in   1996. 

The  future  of  mosquito  control  looks  promis- 
ing. A  pilot  saltmarsh  restoration  project  is 
planned  at  the  Great  Bay  National  Wildlife 
Refuge  adjacent  to  the  Greenland  coastline. 
This  project  will  improve  plant  and  animal 
habitat  and  provide  minnow  fish  to  eat  salt- 
marsh mosquito  larvae.  Once  the  pilot  is 
completed,  Greenland  would  be  able  to  apply 
for  grant  monies  for  marsh  restoration.  We 
urge  your  support  for  the  Town  contributing 
to  the  pilot  program  so  that  the  town  may 
bring  in  funding  from  state,  federal  and 
private  organizations  for  the  restoration  of 
Greenland's    saltmarshes.

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REPORT   OF   GREENLAND'S   REPRESENTATIVE 

TO   THE    PEASE   AIRPORT   PART    150 

ADVISORY   COMMITTEE 

After  a  total  of  37  meetings,,  workshops  and 
public  hearings  the  Pease  part  150  study 
begun  in  1991  was  finally  completed  in  June 
of  1995.  At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  PDA 
Board  of  Directors  the  completed  Noise  Expo- 
sure maps  and  Noise  Compatibility  plans  were 
presented  to  the  Directors.  The  presentation 
was  made  by  William  Hoffman,  President  of 
Flight  Transportation  Associates  (FTA)  the 
contractor   responsible   for   the   study. 

After  certification  of  the  noise  exposure 
maps  by  the  PDA  the  study  documents  were 
submitted  to  the  Federal  Aviation  Administra- 
tion (FAA)  for  approval.  Action  by  the  FAA  is 
expected  by  mid  February   1996. 

The  Noise  Compatibility  Program  recommends 
several  flight  and  ground  procedures  to 
minimize  noise  impacts  on  the  surrounding 
communities,  many  of  which  had  already  been 
implemented  prior  to  the  completion  of  the 
study.  Other  recommendations  include  land  use 
management  practices  to  be  implemented  by  the 
individual    towns . 

For  Greenland  the  recommendations  include 
noise  reduction  construction  guidance  for  new 
construction  and  review  or  amendment  of  the 
master  plan  to  reflect  noise  compatibility 
policies.  As  part  of  the  noise  management 
program  a  community  participation  program  is 
recommended.  The  program  would  have  the  PDA 
establish  a  permanent  committee  with  PDA, 
FAA,  user  and  community  representatives.  It 
is   also   recommended  that    the   PDA  distribute   a 
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newsletter    to    the    communities    regarding    the 
noise   compatibility  program.

Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative 

In  1995,  we  experienced  many  changes  to  the 
Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative.  The  Lamprey 
Regional  Cooperative  amended  and  restated 
their  agreement  on  August  14,  1995.  The 
Lamprey  Regional  Cooperative  also  ceased 
operations  of  the  Waste-to-Energy  plant  on 
November  20,  1995.  In  December  1995,  a  con- 
tract was  awarded  for  demolition  of  the 
Waste-to-Energy  plant.  Demolition  began  on 
December  7,  1995  and  is  scheduled  to  be 
completed  in  February  1996.  We  will  be  clos- 
ing and  capping  our  Ash  Landfill  in  Somers- 
worth  in  1996  and  it  appears  at  this  time 
that  this  also  will  come  within  our  budgeted 
closure   funds . 

The  Waste-to-Energy  plant  was  operated  under 
budget  again  in  1995  and  we  did  not  experi- 
ence any  major  problems  in  the  operating 
year. 

We  have  made  progress  toward  our  goal  of  a 
Regional  Transfer  and  Recycling  Facility  in 
early  1996  for  the  communities  that  have 
decided  to  remain  in  the  Lamprey  Regional 
Cooperative   into   the   future. 

I  would   like   at    this    time   to   thank  all   of   the

communities  for  their  cooperation  in  the 
operation  of  our  Waste-to-Energy  plant  the 
last    fifteen  years.

Lamprey  Regional   Cooperative 

Recycling  Committee 

1995  saw  continued  growth  in  the  town's 
Recycling  Program.  5.84  tons  of  recyclable 
material  from  363  households  were  collected 
on  average  each  month  during  the  year.  This 
represents  increases  of  6%  and  9%  respective- 
ly over  the  same  statistics  for  1994.  Over  70 
tons  of  your  household  waste  were  diverted 
from  the  waste   stream  in   19951 

This  year's  warrant  article  to  fund  the 
recycling  program  requests  the  appropriation 
of  $7,500,  which  is  $1,000  less  than  last 
year's  appropriation.  The  Recycling  Committee 
has  a  well  established  cadre  of  over  100 
volunteers  to  call  upon  to  assist  with  the 
drop-off  of  the  co-mingled  recyclables  on  the 
first  and  third  Saturdays  of  each  month. 
Because  of  this,  the  Committee  believes  that 
it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  have  a  represen- 
tative of  our  contractor,  H.  E.  Bouffard, 
present  at  each  Saturday  drop-off,  which 
represents   a    $1,000    annual    savings. 

We  plan  to  make  another  change  in  the  Program 
next  year  which  has  the  potential  to  realize 
additional  savings.  Rather  than  pay  a  fixed 
fee  to  the  contractor  each  month  regardless 
of  the  vitality  of  the  recyclables  market,  we 
will  only  pay  the  contractor  for  the  cost  of 
their  transport  services  and  the  Town  will 
bear  the  responsibility  for  any  tipping  fees 
or    returns    on    the    recyclables.    This    change 
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will  ensure  that  the  Program  is  running  at 
its  lowest  cost. 

Notice  our  new  platform  and  stairs  to  assist 
in  dumping  recyclables  into  the  roll-off 
container?  Thanks  to  the  labor  donated  by  our 
Committee  member,  Skip  Baghdoyan,  even  the 
shortest  recycler  has  an  easy  time  of  it  now. 
We  hope  to  add  a  second  platform  and  stairs 
for  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month  when  we 
have  a  second  roll-off  container  for  newspa- 
pers . 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  accept  the  resigna- 
tion of  Marie  Hussey  from  the  Recycling 
Committee.  Marie  has  been  a  dedicated  charter 
member  of  the  Committee  for  over  four  years . 
You  could  always  count  on  seeing  Marie's 
smiling  fact  at  just  about  every  Saturday 
drop-off  day  over  those  four  years.  Thank  you 
Marie ! 

Thanks  to  the  dedicated  Recycling  Committee 
members  listed  below  and  a  special  thank  you 
to  all  the  volunteers  who  so  willingly  give 
of  their  time  on  Saturday  mornings.  If  you'd 
like  to  volunteer  for  two  hours  on  a  Saturday 
morning,  please  contact  one  of  the  Committee 
m^embers  and  we'll  add  you  to  the  list.

Kath  MuUholand,  Moderator,  opened  the  meeting  at  6:30 
p.m. 

A  motion  to  recess  for  30  minutes  was  made  by  Margaret 
Felton;  seconded  by  Ann  Mayer,  and  voted  in  the 
affirmative.  A  tour  of  the  new  addition  was  given.  The 
meeting  was  reconvened  at  7:00. 

The  invocation  was  given  by  Reverend  Doug  Lovejoy- 
Carter.  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  was  led  by  the  Greenland 
Girl  Scouts:  Erica  Milton,  Emily  Brackett,  Beth  Sweet, 
Morgan  Adams,  Nicole  Jenness,  Anna  Felton,  Carolyn 
Connelly,  Jacqueline  Provost,  Alison  Krause. 

Introductions  were  made  of  the  school  board  members, 
school  district  officials,  SAU  50  staff  and  the  principal. 

The  rules  of  the  meeting  were  then  outlined  by  Moderator 
MuUholand. 

ARTICLE  1.  Moved  by  Bruce  Dearborn  and  seconded  by 
Ann  Mayer,  to  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees  and/ or  officers  theretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  2,  Moved  by  Rich  Carlin  and  seconded  by 
Maurice  Mayo,  to  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  as  a 
contingency  fund  as  provided  under  RSA  198:4-b.  The 
school    board    and    budget    committee    recommend    this 
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appropriation.  Majority  vote  required.  Passed  by  voice 
vote. 

ARTICLE  3,  Moved  by  Maurice  Mayo  and  seconded  by 
Jane  Gouzoules,  to  see  if  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  three  million  one  hundred  and  two 
thousand  and  ninety-one  dollars  ($3,102,091),  inclusive  of 
any  funds  approved  in  Article  2,  for  the  support  of  schools, 
for  payment  of  salaries,  for  obligations  of  the  District;  and  to 
authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriations  of  such 
sums,  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  together  with  other 
income,  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the 
balance  between  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

It  was  moved  by  Ann  Mayer  and  seconded  by  Rich  Carlin, 
to  amend  the  article  to  add  an  additional  seven  thousand 
dollars  ($7,000)  to  the  appropriation  so  that  the 
appropriation  will  now  read  three  million  one  hundred  and 
nine  thousand  and  ninety  one  dollars  ($3,109,091).  The 
amendment  was  defeated  by  voice  vote. 

The  original  article,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
three  million  one  hundred  and  two  thousand  and  ninety- 
one  dollars  ($3,102,091),  inclusive  of  any  funds  approved  in 
Article  2,  was  then  passed  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  4.  Moved  by  Jane  Gouzoules  and  seconded  by 
Rich  Carlin  to  transact  any  further  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  7:35  p.m.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Stephen  F.  Maio 

PREPARING  STUDENTS  FOR  THE  21ST  CENTURY 
Schools  prepare  students  for  the  future.  Today's  students 
will  live  through  the  years  2060,  2070  and  beyond.  A  study 
of  the  past,  present  and  a  prediction  of  the  near  future 
strongly  point  to  dramatic  changes  in  the  educational  needs 
of  students. 

According  to  a  recent  workshop  on  the  future  of  education, 
coordinated  by  the  New  Hampshire  School  Boards 
Association  and  presented  by  David  Pearce  Snyder,  editor 
of  The  Futurist,  history  will  view  the  present  as  the  transition 
period  from  the  Industrial  Age  to  the  Information  Age.  In 
the  past,  only  one  quarter  of  the  students  needed  to  be  at  the 
highest  level  of  achievement  when  they  graduated  from 
high  school.  These  students  moved  on  to  college  and 
eventually  entered  high  value  jobs.  The  remaining  three 
quarters  of  the  students  entered  jobs  that  also  paid  good 
wages.  In  the  evolving  technological  w^orld  of  information, 
good  wages  will  be  paid  only  for  high  skills.  Brain  power 
will  determine  employ  ability. 

The  new  mission  of  the  public  schools  is  to  prepare  three 
quarters  of  the  students  to  achieve  at  the  highest  levels  of 
learning.  While  it  was  adequate  to  teach  basic  skills  in  the 
early  1980s  and  thinking  skills  at  the  end  of  that  decade,  the 
schools  now^  need  to  reexamine  their  goals.  In  addition  to 
teaching  basic  skills,  the  schools  must  prepare  students  to  be 
creative  intermediaries  between  the  computer  and  the  work. 
Three  quarters  of  the  graduates  now  need  to  understand 
and    work    with    technology,    participate    creatively    and 
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effectively  in  teams,  learn  how  to  deal  with  resources, 
organize  information  for  processing,  and  understand  the 
nature  of  systems.  This  is  an  extraordinary  task  for  public 
education. 

EXCEL:  A  COMMITMENT  TO  QUALITY  IN 
INSTRUCTION,  ASSESSMENT,  AND  CURRICULUM 
The  SAU  50  staff  and  administration  are  planning  together 
to  implement  the  new  educational  mission  of  creating 
quality  schools  that  move  students  to  optimum  learning. 
Michael  Quigley,  dean  of  the  graduate  school  at  Rivier 
College,  has  motivated  SAU  50  teachers  and  administrators 
to  search  for  the  special  gifts  of  all  students  and  to  move 
them  to  a  higher  order  of  learning.  Dr.  Quigley  agrees  that 
students  must  develop  high  skills  and  creativity  for  the  new 
world  of  technology.  He  emphasizes  that  quality  schools 
can  develop  the  special  gifts  of  all  students  by  teachers 
introducing  instructional  strategies  in  their  classes  that 
accommodate  students'  different  learning  styles  and  various 
intelligences  identified  by  researcher,  Howard  Gardner. 
Quality  schools  develop  the  special  talents  and  intelligences 
of  all  students. 

In  August,  1995,  Dr.  Ron  Fitzgerald,  an  authority  on  brain- 
based  learning,  sometimes  called  accelerated  learning, 
addressed  the  entire  SAU  50  staff  on  the  power  of  the  brain 
to  learn.  He  encouraged  the  teachers  to  apply  the  principles 
of  current  brain  research  to  classroom  instructional 
strategies  in  order  to  move  more  students  to  optimum 
learning. 

A  group  of  four  teachers  is  engaging  in  an  in-depth 
professional  study  on  brain-based  learning.  These  teachers 
will  eventually  become  SAU  50  trainers  of  the  staff  in  the 
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instructional  strategies  that  accommodate  the  natural 
function  the  brain  plays  in  learning. 

ASSESSMENT 

The  New  Hampshire  annual  state  assessment  program 
challenges  schools  to  improve  curriculum  and  introduce 
teaching  methods  that  move  students  to  optimum  learning. 
Memorization  of  facts  and  responding  to  questions  from 
rote  memory  is  not  enough  to  prepare  for  the  future. 
Students  must  now  organize  the  information  they  have 
acquired  on  a  subject  and  be  creative  in  problem  solving. 
Questions  in  mathematics  must  be  answ^ered  not  only  by 
computation  but  by  explaining  the  process  in  complete  and 
thoughtful  sentences  that  demonstrate  an  understanding  of 
mathematics  as  a  system. 

Another  state  requirement  designed  to  transform  the  schools 
is  the  District  Education  Improvement  Plan  (D.E.I.P.).  Each 
school  district  in  SAU  50,  Greenland,  New  Castle, 
Newington  and  Rye,  is  starting  a  long  range  plan  which  will 
include  the  participation  of  community  members  in  the 
identification  of  core  beUefs,  a  vision,  a  procedure  for 
deciding  goals  for  the  schools  and  methods  of  student 
assessment. 

CURRICULUM 

The  SAU  is  approaching  all  its  studies  of  subject  matter 
within  a  systems  context.  The  large  majority  of  SAU  50 
students  attend  Portsmouth  High  School.  Therefore,  any 
study  of  subject  area  must  reference  Portsmouth  High 
School's  curriculum,  and  in  the  case  of  Newington, 
Portsmouth  Middle  School's  curriculum.  Also,  each  study 
must  reflect  the  content  of  the  state  curriculum  frameworks 
which  will  ultimately  influence  the  content  of  the  state 
assessment  tests. 
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An  SAU  50  Language  Arts  Committee  has  been  examining 
the  language  arts  curriculum  for  over  a  year  and  will  soon 
present  a  revised  curriculum  to  the  school  boards  for 
adoption  and  implementation  in  all  of  the  schools. 

An  SAU-wide  Science  Curriculum  Committee  is  currently 
focusing  on  the  current  state  of  science  in  the  schools.  Its 
goal  is  to  recommend  changes  in  the  curriculum  that  take 
into  account  the  entire  system  of  science  instruction, 
curriculum  and  assessment  from  kindergarten  through  high 
school. 

SAU  50  teachers  have  organized  a  Cooperative  Learning 
Study  Group  to  advise  colleagues  on  the  research  and 
successful  practices  that  help  students  build  skills  for 
working  cooperatively  and  creatively  in  groups,  in  all 
curriculum  areas,  a  requirement  for  success  in  the  world  of 
work. 

SPECL\L  EDUCATION 

Even  in  Special  Education,  a  federal  and  state  requirement 
that  ensures  that  students  with  educational  disabilities  are 
provided  with  a  free  and  appropriate  public  education,  SAU 
50  is  taking  a  "quality"  approach. 

Students  with  special  needs  are  identified  as  early  as 
possible  in  order  to  assist  the  students  toward  optimum 
learning.  SAU  50  provides  the  services  needed  to  assist 
students  so  that  by  the  time  they  enter  high  school,  they 
move  more  independently  through  their  learning 
experiences. 

Decisions  regarding  special  education  are  made  by  a  team 
which  is  comprised  of  specific  individuals  as  required  by 
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the  New  Hampshire  Standards  for  the  Education  of 
Students  with  Disabilities.  Parents  are  an  important  part  of 
this  process.  The  team  ensures  that  parents  of  students  with 
educational  disabilities  are  afforded  rights  as  outlined  in  the 
New  Hampshire  Standards.  The  number  of  SAU  50 
students  in  special  education  programs  is  below  the  state 
average. 

COMPLEX  SCHOOL  AND  SOCIAL  ISSUES 
As  society  continues  to  change,  the  students  themselves 
change  w^ith  it.  The  American  Association  of  School 
Administrators  reports  that  some  of  the  changes  in  students 
are  the  results  of  the  declining  positive  influence  of  family 
and  community  life  and  the  knowledge  explosion  which 
creates  stress  among  children  by  exposing  them  on 
television  to  wars,  starvation,  AIDS,  drug  and  crime  stories. 

The  changes  observed  by  educators  across  the  country 
include  a  desire  by  students  for  more  flexibility  and  the 
teaching  formats  that  address  their  different  learning  styles. 
Today's  students  also  enjoy  collaborating  w^ith  other 
students  to  address  school  assignments.  SAU  50  teachers 
are  addressing  these  student  changes  in  developing  quality 
teaching  strategies  to  move  students  to  optimum  learning. 

RETURNS  ON  THE  EDUCATIONAL  INVESTMENT 
Predicting  the  future,  setting  quality  educational  direction, 
and  moving  to  implementation  takes  time  because  of  the 
nature  of  school  systems  and  because  of  the  constraints  on 
budgets.  The  cost  of  technology,  the  training  of  teachers, 
and  the  needs  of  all  SAU  50  schools  for  renovations  and 
classroom  additions  challenge  local  budgets.  It  is  important 
to  work  with  business  and  industry  in  planning  for  the 
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funding  of  education.  A  local  education  foundation  can 
become  an  important  source  of  funding  for  schools. 

Ultimately,  the  community's  investment  in  education  creates 
its  own  positive  future  in  which  graduates  of  the  schools 
move  to  higher  value  jobs,  invest  in  the  local  property,  and 
pay  property  and  social  security  taxes.  They  become 
lifelong  learners  and  excellent  parents  and  citizens.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
GREENLAND  CENTRAL  SCHOOL 

Peter  D.  Smith 

The  year  1995  was  an  active  and  productive  one  at  the  Greenland 
Central  School  and  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  share  many  of  our 
initiatives  and  accomplishments.  The  completion  and  full 
occupancy  of  our  new  classrooms  and  renovated  areas  was  a  proud 
and  gratifying  occasion,  which  along  with  school  wide  examples  of 
student  work,  was  celebrated  at  our  open  house/exposition  in  May. 
It  was  wonderful  to  see  so  many  generations  of  residents  at  this 
event  and  to  hear  so  much  support  and  praise  for  education  in 
Greenland. 

Strengthening  of  curriculum  and  instruction  is  our  foremost  and 
ongoing  priority  and  during  the  past  year  we  have  continued  to  take 
significant  strides.  In  the  area  of  technology,  students  are  engaged 
in  daily  computer  assisted  activities  from  word  processing  to 
telecommunication.  The  Greenland  Technology  Committee 
completed  a  comprehensive  plan  this  year  that  will  guide  learning 
and  equipment  aquisition  for  the  next  several  years.  Thoughtful 
budgeting,  ambitious  grant  writing,  and  requests  for  donations 
from  area  businesses  have  also  greatly  enhanced  this  vital  area  of 
our  school  program. 

In  our  cycle  of  curriculum  review,  science  is  currently  under 
examination  entailing  careful  consideration  of  local,  state,  and 
national  standards.  A  committee  examining  the  possibility  of 
foreign  language  study  was  also  very  active  this  year  resulting  in  a 
very  successful  parent  funded  co-curricular  Japanese  program  as 
well  as  the  recommendation  and  plan  for  integration  of  a 
comprehensive  grade  eight  foreign  language  course. 
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We  are  continuing  to  shape  a  junior  high  program  that  is  most 
responsive  to  the  challenging  characteristics  of  early  adolescence. 
We  have  initiated  this  year  an  advisory  program,  comprehensive 
progress  reporting  ,  organizational  notebooks,  team  meeting  time 
and  more  integration  of  subject  matter.  New  or  continuing 
activities  such  as  the  UNH  ropes  course,  environmental  camp,  New 
Heights,  Project  Safeguard,  student  council,  Odyssey  of  the  Mind 
and  greatly  improved  athletic  facilities  appear  to  be  beneficial  as 
reflected  in  appropriate  student  behavior  as  well  as  pride  in  their 
academic  performance. 

In  the  area  of  assessment,  Greenland  students  continue  to  achieve 
above  the  average  on  state  and  national  testing.  We  have  and  will 
continue  to  devote  much  of  our  professional  improvement  activity 
to  better  understanding  and  integration  of  the  newly  complied  New 
Hampshire  Curriculum  Frameworks.  Furthermore  a  recently 
formed  steering  committee  representing  the  entire  school 
community  has  begun  work  on  our  District  Educational 
Improvement  Plan  (D.E.I.P.)  which  will  define  the  quality  in  our 
system  and  set  a  course  for  on  going  improvements. 

The  value  of  community  involvement  and  resources  was  quite 
evident  this  past  year  in  terms  of  health,  technology,  math  and 
co-curricular  grants  funded  through  the  Foundation  for  Seacoast 
Health  and  the  Greater  Portsmouth  Educational  Partnership 
Council,  and  field  experiences  at  organizations  and  businesses  such 
as  Portsmouth  Hospital,  Northern  Utilities,  SUBMEPP,  Folsom 
Inn  and  others.  The  DARE  Program  (Greenland  Police 
Department),  fire  safety  (Greenland  Fire  Department),  Greenland 
history  and  cemetery  preservation  (Historical  Society),  enrichment 
opportunities  (Junior  Women's  Club),  and  coordination  of  sports 
activities  (Recreation  Department)  have  all  helped  to  promote  pride 
and  appreciation  for  the  greater  community  and  its  important  role 
in  conjunction  with  school. 
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The  parents  in  Greenland  and  the  Greenland  Parent  Organization 
(GPO)  along  with  the  Reading  Is  Fundamental  Committee  (R.I.F.) 
continue  to  provide  vital  support  through  creative  and  energetic 
programs,  teacher  assistance  and  fund  raising. 

The  Greenland  Central  School's  growing  population  of  315 
students  continue  to  enjoy  a  safe,  caring  and  well  structured  school 
environment.  Organizational  changes  include  the  lengthening  of 
our  school  day  this  year  by  1 5  minutes  of  instructional  time 
(equivalent  to  an  additional  one  and  a  half  weeks),  the  research  and 
implementation  of  a  highly  successful  after  school  child  care 
program,  and  a  continued  increase  in  patronage  to  our  outstanding 
lunch  program  which  by  year's  end  should  be  self-sufficient. 

It  is  the  hard  work  and  dedication  of  our  entire  school  community 
that  makes  the  above  mentioned  accomplishments  and  the  over  all 
success  of  our  school  possible.  I  therefore  want  to  thank  the  entire 
staff,  the  students,  our  school  officials,  parents  and  residence  for 
their  continued  commitment  to  quality  education  in  Greenland. 


GUIDANCE  COUNSELOR'S  REPORT

This  is  my  fifteenth  year  at  Greenland  Central  School.  I  continue 
to  provide  individual  student  counseling,  consultation  for  teachers 
and  parents,  and  classroom  instruction  of  effective  educational 
skills.  For  the  last  two  years  I  have  supervised  University  of  New 
Hampshire  interns  who  are  in  training  to  become  guidance 
counselors.  A  large  part  of  my  duties  continues  to  be  serving  as 
chairperson  of  our  Special  Services  Team  and  case  manager  of  all 
our  special  services  students. 
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I  am  serving  on  the  Greenland  Assessment  Committee.  We  are 

looking  at  our  California  Achievement  Testing  program,  as  well  as 
the  New  Hampshire  State  Assessment  program  to  see  if  the 
programs  provide  us  with  the  information  that  we  want  and  need. 

On  October  12th  this  year,  I  was  again  able  to  arrange  for  the 
performance  of  No  More  Secrets  for  our  students  in  grades  3 
through  5.  We  had  this  same  performance  three  years  ago.  The 
play  deals  with  the  issue  of  preventing  child  sexual  abuse  in  a  most 
sensitive  way,  as  well  as  being  entertaining.  The  play  was  well 
received  by  students,  parents,  teachers,  and  school  board  members 
alike. 

On  the  evening  of  November  8th,  I  presented  a  free  parenting  skills 
workshop  called,  ^'Parenting:  How  to  Chart  a  Course  for 
Smoother  Sailing,  Without  Getting  Seasick/'  sponsored  by  the 
Title  I  program.  Those  that  were  in  attendance  seemed  to  find  the 
program  worthwhile.  I  am  also  involved  this  year  in  a  new  junior 
high  program  called  STAR.  This  is  a  program  that  encourages 
cooperation  and  a  sense  of  team  work,  those  skills  which 
businesses  are  looking  for  in  their  employees.  My  varied  duties  at 
Greenland  Central  School  continue  to  provide  me  with  a  very 
interesting  and  challenging  career. 


SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT

The  1995-96  school  year  has  seen  some  new  additions  to  the 
Health  Office.  We  now  have  a  wheelchair  accessible  bathroom,  a 
new  medical  couch,  and  thanks  to  Warren,  our  custodian,  a 
wonderful  large  bulletin  board  to  display  health  information  and 
teaching  materials. 
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The  NH  Public  Health  Immunization  Survey  has  been  completed 
and  sent  in  by  the  November  15th  deadline.  Student  health  records 
have  been  reviewed  and  updated  as  needed. 

All  7th  grade  students  have  received  their  second  dose  of  measles 
vaccine  (MMR),  which  is  now  required  by  NH  state  law.  The 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  (VNA)  held  an  MMR  clinic  here  last 
April  and  will  again  provide  this  service  to  us  this  year. 

With  the  help  of  Judy  Norton,  physical  education  and  health 
teacher,  all  students  have  had  heights,  weights,  and  blood  pressures 
measured  and  recorded  in  their  health  records. 

Vision  and  hearing  screenings  are  now  underway  and  should  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  February.  Scoliosis  screening  will  be 
done  in  the  spring.  Atlantic  Orthopaedic  Associates  will  again 
volunteer  their  services  to  provide  a  Sports  Screening  Clinic  for  the 
junior  high  students.  We  all  appreciate  the  time  and  concern  they 
give  our  students.  Last  year  fifty-two  junior  high  students  were 
screened. 

I  recently  completed  the  Red  Cross  CPR  Instructor  training  course, 
and  am  now  certified  to  teach  CPR  and  First  Aid.  We  received  a 
grant  from  the  Foundation  for  Seacoast  Health  and  were  able  to 
purchase  training  mannequins  and  teaching  supplies.  I  held  my 
first  class  in  December  and  we  now  have  five  staff  members 
certified  in  CPR  for  adults,  children,  and  infants.  I  will  be  holding 
additional  classes  in  February  and  in  the  spring.  Recognizing  a 
medical  emergency  and  how  to  act  on  it  is  a  skill  we  all  should 
know. 

I  will  continue  to  assist  the  teaching  staff  with  their  health  units.  I 
am  available  during  school  hours  for  questions  or  concerns.  We  all 
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must  work  together  to  provide  a  healthy  environment  lor  our 
children  to  learn  and  grow.

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REPORT  OF  PORTSMOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 

David  Matthews,  Principal 

I  appreciate,  again,  the  opportunity  to  report  to  the  citizens 
of  SAU  50  regarding  the  ongoing  educational  efforts  taking 
place  at  Portsmouth  High  School. 

We  are  presently  in  our  first  year  of  our  new  scheduling 
format.  Portsmouth  High  School  is  now  divided  into  four 
periods  each  ninety  minutes  in  length.  We  beheve  this  will 
act  as  a  catalyst  to  provide  for  in-depth  study  by  our 
students  as  they  move  into  the  21st  Century.  Direct  and 
immediate  benefits,  though,  are  certainly  not  to  be 
overlooked.  These  include  1,080  hours  of  instruction  per 
student  compared  to  900  hours  previously,  eight  courses 
taken  per  year  which  allows  for  more  electives  and  more 
credits  to  be  earned  (our  senior  class  needs  20  credits  to 
graduate;  the  freshmen  will  need  to  earn  26).  The 
atmosphere  at  the  high  school  is  also  much  improved  since 
there  are  fewer  passings  in  the  halls  and  fewer  classes  to 
prepare  for. 

Some  of  the  benefits  expected  are  already  being  seen  —  a 
22%  increase  in  honor  roll  and  a  dramatic  reduction  in 
disciplinary  referrals. 

There  are  always  problems  to  be  dealt  with  but  the  results  to 
date  are  very  positive. 

We  continue  to  offer  new  courses  to  better  meet  the  needs  of 
our  students.  This  year,  w^e  have  added  a  course  in 
telecommunications  w^hich  allows  students  to  use  the 
internet;  a  community  service  learning  course  has  also  been 
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added,  which  provides  an  opportunity  for  students  to  give 
something  back  to  the  community. 

We  are  very  pleased  that  Portsmouth  High  School  was 
recognized  with  the  Secondary  School  Excellence  in 
Education  Award  for  the  1995/96  school  year.  This  is  a  true 
honor  and  one  for  w^hich  all  the  communities  should  be 
proud. 

Ed  Stokel,  technology  and  career  director,  w^as  honored  with 
the  New  Hampshire  Technology  Leadership  Award.  This  is 
an  honor  well  deserved  and  we  are  all  very  proud  of  Ed. 

We  continue  with  our  efforts  to  ease  the  transition  of  eighth 
graders  to  the  high  school.  An  opportunity  for  parents  and 
students  to  visit  was  provided  and  a  curriculum  fair  was 
held  in  the  fall.  Other  activities  are  planned  for  the  spring. 

In  closing,  let  me  once  again  invite  you  to  visit  Portsmouth 
High  School.  We  would  love  to  take  you  on  a  tour,  respond 
to  your  questions,  and  have  you  visit  some  classes.  We  are 
just  a  phone  call  away.

I  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  the  Greenland,  New  Hampshire,  School  District  as  of 
and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1995,  as  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents.  These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
District's  management.  My  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion 
on  these  financial  statements  based  on  my  audit. 

I  conducted  my  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and  the  additional  standards  and  requirements  for 
financial  and  compliance  audits  as  set  forth  in  Standards  for  Audit 
of  Governmental  Organizations,  Programs,  Activities  and  Functions. 
Those  standards  require  that  I  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain 
reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free 
of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test 
basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the 
financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by 
management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement 
presentation.  I  believe  that  my  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis 
for  my  opinion. 

In  accordance  with  the  practices  followed  by  other  municipal 
entities  in  the  State  (Note  I — Accounting  Policies),  the  combined 
financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  financial 
statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group,  which  should  be 
included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  my  opinion,  except  for  the  omission  of  the  financial 
statements  described  above  resulting  in  an  incomplete  presentation, 
the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly 
the  financial  position  of  the  Greenland,  New  Hampshire,  School 
District  at  June  30,  1995,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the 
year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.
